THE PINKERTONS AT ALBANY. 

However much opinions may differ as to 
the justice of the strike on the New York Cen- 
tral railroad, there can be but one sentiments 
as to the policy of employing private police to 
secure that protection of a corporation which 
the State should insure. The general drift of 
public sentiment in this strike has been in 
favor of the contention of the New York Cen- 
tral company. There has been little division 
of opinion. It generally has been conceded 
that the strikers struck without sufficient 
eause, that they formulated demands which 
no corporation could accept without serious 
and permanent injury to its business, and that 
Vice-President Webb was right when he re- 
fused to treat with outsiders as to the griev- 
ances of his own employés. More than that, 
the strikers have been condemned severely 
for their wanton disregard of the comfort, 
convenience, and rights of the public. 

It is doubtful, however, whether the public 
will sympathize with the New York Central 
company in its employment of Pinkerton or 
other private policemen for the protection of 
peace and property. It has had already its 
natural effect. It has roused the passions of 
the mob, made it more riotous, and brought 
outsiders into the contention. Until these 
private policemen appeared upon the scene 
the strikers had been orderly in their conduct, 
though they must have felt they had little 
hope of carrying their point. Now there have 
been numerous conflicts, Pinkerton men have 
been injured badly and innocent persons have 
been shot by the Pinkertons. There is no 
telling where the disorder will stop so long as 
the private police are employed to do the work 


which belongs to the public police. It is | 


claimed by the authorities of Albany that they 
can cope with the mob and protect the 
property of the road if their time is not 
occupied in trying to keep the peace between 
the rioters and the Pinkertons, who appear to 
be the sole cause of the riots. If the company 
is judicious it will call off its hired police and 
hold the City of Albany responsible for the 
protection of its property and the regular 
running of its trains. If the Albany police 
cannot do it, then the company can call upon 
the militia, If the great State of New York is 
unable to protect the road, of which it is so 
proud, let the company call upon the United 
States. It certainly is not justified in resort- 
ing to the use of private policemen until the 
city or State has proved itself powerless. It 
only will produce the disorder which it is seek- 
ing to prevent, and by so doing occupy a posi- 
tion with which the public cannot sympathize. 


THE ANTI-LOTTERY BILL. 

The full text of the Anti-Lottery bill shows it 
to be a well-considered and strong measure. 
It would be rash to say that the lottery gam- 
blers will not find some method of evading its 
provisions, but it is certain, if rigidly en- 
forced, as the Postmaster-General proposes, 
to throw such obstacles in their way as will 
make the conduct of their nefarious business 
extremely difficult and reduce their enormous 
profits to a figure which will scarcely pay them 
for the risks they will have to take. The bill 
absolutely forbids the carriage in the mails of 
any letter, postal-card, or circular concerning 
a lottery, of any list of drawings, lottery 
money for the purchase of tickets or pay- 
ment of prizes, or any publication of any 
kind containing notices or advertise- 
ments of a lottery. It provides 
a heavy penalty by fine or imprisonment, or 
both, for the violation of this provision and 
authorizes prosecution either in the district 
where the matter is mailed or where it is re- 
ceived. It authorizes the Postmaster-General 
to instruct Postmasters to stamp all registered 
letters addressed to a lottery concern as 
„ fraudulent and return them to the writers 
and the public advertisements of any lottery 
that remittances made be made to any other 
person, bank, or corporation 1s considered 
prima facie evidence of the existence of such 
an agency. It also empowers the Postmaster- 
General to forbid the payment by any Post- 
master of postal money orders drawn to the 
order of a lottery company or its agents. 

From these general provisions it will be 
seen that the bill is a comprehensive one and 
it may be anticipated that the Postmaster- 
General, with the machinery at his command 
and the disposition to employ it, will not fail 
to enforce the law to the utmost. It may be 
anticipated further that the lottery gamblers 
and their advocates and sympathizers speedily 
will raise the clamor of unconstitutionality, 
if they can find no other way of evading the 
law. The Constitution itself is vague in its 
definition of the authority of Congress in pos- 
tal matters, Under Sec. 8, Art. I., thirteen 
powers are granted to Congress, one of which 
is the right to establish post-offices and post 
roads, It always has been held that under 
this provision Congress has the right to give 
the country a proper mail service and it 


shall and shail not be carried in the mails.

The argument of Representative Quinn that 
New York has already raised $150,000, that 
plans will soon be in possession of the com- 
mittee, and that after a corner-stone has been 
laid enough additional sums will be raised to 
complete the work, is a weak one. It has 
taken five years to raise this $150,000 and the 
people of New York City have contributed 
but a small part of the sum. The committee 
of one hundred wealthy New-Yorkers has not 
given one cent, nor has it devised any well- 
considered scheme for raising money. Ik has 
let the whole project languish and virtually 
has forgotten it. Some plans were long ago 
advertised for, but no inducements were held 
out sufficien’ to warrant artists of prominence 


in making designs. The natural result was 


that the few submitted were so bad they were 
not considered. ‘The committee has no plans, 
nor is it likely to have any. If it has taken 
five years to raise a small installment of the 
necessary sum, how much longer will it take 
to raise the complete amount? Mr. Quinn 
says that if the General’s remains are re- 
moved to Washington Congress will be asked 
to contribute a large amount. This is a 
gratuitous misstatement. Mr. Quinn knows 
that the Grand Army during its recent en- 
campment appointed a committee to raise 
funds for a monument on condition that the 
body is placed in the National Capital. He 
knows that the whole country at once gladly 
and enthusiastically will raise the necessary 
money. He knows that even the South has 
expressed its willingness to help the work on 
this condition. He knows further that New 
York City has no other plan for raising the 
money except by getting it out of the National 
Treasury, that it has no intention of raising it 
itself, and that already it has been put in hand 
before Congress and the New York Legislature 
for this purpose. 

There is no further room for argument in 
this matter. It is a National scandal and 
humiliation and has passed beyond argument. 
The family at last has expressed its wish and 
given. its consent with a single condition, 
which easily can be settled. Now let the 
House take action at once by adopting the 
resolution which has passed the Senate and 
thus save the credit of the Nation. New York 
has violated its faith with Mrs. Grant. It is 
the sacred duty of Congress, representing the 
people, to resent this broken pledge and to 
take the remains of the Nation’s great General 
into its own keeping. The people may be 
trusted to erect a monumental structure 
which shall testify to their love and admira- 
tion of the hero. 


FRANCE AND THE AMERICAN HOG, 

Tun Tae printed Saturday the sub- 
stance of the correspondence between the 
American Minister at Paris and the French 
Government regarding the exclusion of Amer- 
ican pork from France. That unfriendly pol- 
icy, unwarranted by any act of the United 
States, was adopted in 1881, and has been ad- 
hered to steadily. As in 1880 this country sent 
to France 87,600,000 pounds of pork, and 
would have sent more rather than less in sub- 
sequent years if allowed to, it can be seen 
what a market the farmers of the West have 
been deprived of for their surplus hog prod- 
ucts. 

The reason assigned originally for the ex- 
clusion was a sanitary one. It was said the 
American hog was full of trichine. But it is 
known in France now at least—it has been 
known here all the time—that American pork 
is as healthy as that from any other country. 
The extent to which it is eaten here and the 


| absence of disease caused by it prove that. So 


the French Government has abandoned prac- 
tically that reason and has fallen back on 
economic grounds—that the prohibition of 
this American food product will benefit 
France. ä 

Minister Reid proves in his correspondence 
that this reason is as untenable as the one first 
given. He shows that France does not pro- 
duce the pickled pork sent from America, and 
that there is no competition. between that 
article and the French fresh pork. The im- 
ported meat is needed, in order that there 
may be a sufficient cheap food supply for the 
people. No other country has been able to 
supply what America was forbidden to, hence 
the French Treasury has lost the revenues 
which it might have enjoyed had a moderate 
duty been placed on pork. This loss is set 
down as not less than five million dollars in 
nine years. Thus the French people have 
been deprived of a cheap food, no interest has 
been protected, and the revenues have been 


The French Government excluded Ameri- 
ean pork for neither sanitary nor economic 
reasons. France did it as a retaliatory meas-

it is pursuing the same protective policy that 
France does and the latter has no right to 
grumble, If itfinds any American product 
which enters into competition with what is 
grown or manufactured by French citizens, it 
can put a duty on that, and Americans will 
not grumble, But when it begins a policy of 
exclusion and retaliation it must expect re- 
prisals. If it bars out pork and goes hungry 
it must expect the United States to bar out 
champagne and drink California wines. The 
foe of ‘the American hog can never be the 
friend of America.

ENFORCE THE ORDINANCES. 

The prime trouble with the water supply of 
the Town of Lake is that the pipes are too 
small. This is intensified by the fact that the 
packing-houses pump directly from the mains, 
and thus those places get more than their 
share of what water there is. Water is lav- 
ished on dead hogs and cattle which is needed 
by living men and women. 

The Commissioner of Public Works is quoted 
as saying: 

The packers have no right to connect their suc- 
tion pumps with the city mains and they under- 
stand this very clearly themselves. Last fall the 
packing-houses were notified that it was in viola- 
tion of the ordinance to make a direct connection 
with a city main, but that the water must be 
drawn into a tank or reservoir and used from it. 
The establishments asked that the ordinance be 
not enforced at once. As a consequence the mat- 
ter has been pending ever since. 


If the pressure in the mains were kept up at 
night the packing-houses could pump from 
them then and fill their reservoirs with water 
to be used by day. Under the existing dispen- 
sation these concerns use a good share of the 
water that is in the mains during the day, and 
if the luckless inhabitants of Lake wanta 
half-way decent supply they must reverse the 
order of nature and sleep by day and work by 
night, when the packing-houses are not run- 


ning. 

But the latter it seems begged off from the 
enforcement of this ordinance. It would put 
each of them to a little extra expense. A frac- 
tion of a hundredth” of a per cent would be 
taken from their profits. That of course 
could not be put up with even if a hundred 
thousand persons were left waterless.. The 
dead animal must be looked after sooner than 
the living human being. 

That the city authorities should submit 
quite patiently to this refusal to obey the or- 
dinance is not to be wondered at. It has 
done the same thing m other cases, If a big 
concern says: “We are not going to mind 
your law,“ the city authorities say, Well, 
well, take your time about it: there 1s no 
hurry about the matter.“ Certain breweries 
refuse to take out their licenses. Instead of 
forcing them to pay first, letting them sue 
afterwards, the tity lets them have their own 
way. If a peddler with $38 or $% worth of truck 
and a $20 team were to try to dodge paying 
his license the whole power of the city would 
be put forth, the police ordered out, and he be 
driven to terms. The packing-houses disobey 
an ordinance and gobble millions of gallons 
of water and the eity authorities submit. If a 
wretched little washerwoman steals a few gal- 
lons they frown horribly and say the law 
must be obeyed.” 

The duty of the Mayor and his subordinates 
is plain. They must limit the consumption of 
the packing-houses, as they have the power to 
do. The people of the Town of Lake want 
relief tomorrow and today. The pipes now 
laying, and other schemes projected; may 
give it to them next month or next year. But 
they want it now. Thirsty people to not care 
to wait. Let the city authorities enforce the 
ordinance mentioned above, and for the first 
time in the municipal history of the last year 
and a half do something for the people con- 
trary to the wishes of a corporation. 


PAN-AMERICAN RECIPROCAL COMMERCE. 

A Washington dispatch says that the 
Finance Committee has worked out a rec- 
iprocity amendment to the McKinley bill on 
the following lines: 

The amendment will leave sugar free of duty 
as proposed in the House bill, and will give coun- 
tries desiring to trade with us until Jan. 1, 1892, 
to offer reciprocal trade advantages, This pro- 
apply to Germany with her 
large beet sugar trade as well as to Spain and the 
Southern countries. These nations will not be 
required to admit our products free, but merely 
to make an arrangement which shall satisfy the 
President that they are willing to open their 
markets to American goods. If they have not 
satisfied him of this by 1892 the old duties will 
become operative by force of law, and the Presi- 
dent will announce the fact by proclamation. 


This is an improvement on. the shameless 
surrender of the sugar duties of the House 
bill, but it can be looked on merely as the 
first footstep in the direction of a grand plan 
of Pan-American commercial reciprocity, 
aiming at acomplete reciprocal exchange of 
products between the United States and all 
tlie other lands of the Western World, from 
the Arctic Ocean to Cape Horn. Such ex- 
changes, which will be essentially those of 
non-competitive products, will help this 
country and will do no violence to the pro- 
tective principle, while they will be of the 
greatest benefit to the smaller nations which 
are given an untaxed admission to the markets 
of a greater one. : 

The nations of the Western Hemisphere to 
the south of the United States are practically 
non-manufacturing. Theconversion of natural 
products into complex artificial ones is not 
and never will be their forte. It is not so 
much due to the fact that the inhabitants of 
the tropical countries do not have coal, iron 
ore, limestone, lumber, and certain other raw 
materials in the abundance and cheapness, 
nor tothe nearness to one another, of the 
people of North America, nor to the superior 
advantages of the lacter in capital, climate, or 
facilities for transportation, as it is to the 
fact that in the domains of science and in the 
arts of manufacturing the men of the equator 
can never compete with those of the temper- 
ate zones. The former have not the inherited 
skill of centuries possessed by the latter, and 
they cannot acquire it for years, if ever. 

The territory south of the United States to 


the northern boundary of the Argentine Re- 


public 1s tropical, except in mountain regions. 
It can compete, therefore, in nothing with 
this country, which will need constantly in- 
creasing quantities of tropical products of 
sugar, coffee, fruits, rubber, medical plants, 
dye stuffs, precious woods, different varieties 
of tobacco, which cannot be grown here, and 
in course of time raw silk and articles 
now imported from Eastern Asia and the Ma- 
layan Islands. These commodities will be 
paid for with Western breadstuffs and pro- 
visions and the products of American shops, 
and the cargoes going and returning will be 
carried in American ships. 

These tropical countries, with a population 
of thirty-three millions, can take and consume 
ten million barrels of American flour, besides 
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for what he made, , Employment would be 
steadier, wages better. He need not be scared 
by the bugaboo of the competition of the 
ironmakers, or cotton-spinners, or shoemakers 
of the tropics, for it will never exist. The 
competition which he has to fear is found on 
the same lines of latitade on which he 
lives. If the Republican party carries out 
this scheme the artizans will believe it is in 
earnest in its promises to them, and the party 
will take a new lease of life. McKinleyism 
will tumble it into a hearse, and drag it off to 
the graveyard of dead political organizations. 
That funeral should be stopped, even if in 
order to do it it becomes necessary to knock 
down and drag out a number of persons who 
call themselves statesmen, but have neither 
the common sense nor the foresight which po- 
litical rulers should possess, 

To the South the only possible competitor 
ot the United States, either in agricultural or 
manufacturing products, will be the Argen- 
tine Republic. But it has only four and a half 
million people, while this country has sixty- 
four and a half. It has but a third of the area. 
It is deficient in sea ports and navigable rivers. 
Hence it can compete no more with reciprocity 
than without it. Moreover, in any case the 
European markets will fix the price of its 
hides, wool, wheat, corn, and frozen meats. 
The United States will keep on taking what 
hides and wool it needs, but it will pay for 
them.in trade, not in gold. | 

What is true of this Republic to the south 
applies to Canada to the north. There should 
be reciprocity with the Dominion—not the 
bastard article of 1854, but complete recipro- 
cal free trade in the products of the farm and 
workshop, the forest, mine, and sea. 

This is the American reciprocity which this 
Nation needs and should have. This is the 
reciprocity which Mr. Blaine is aiming at. 
The McKinleyites denounce it and say it is 
only a glittering dream. Itis not the first 
time that the petty ward politician has de- 
rided the projects of the statesman, A year 
or so hence these same men will be worship- 
ing the faith they once denied, and claiming 
they were always for reciprocity. 


FOR FAIR REPUBLICAN PRIMARIES. 

A meeting of the Republican County Com- 
mittee will be held tomorrow to choose a list 
of judges to act at the primaries Sept. 12 and 
to fix the boundaries of the precincts. The 
custom has been to approve the list of judges 
handed in by the committeemen and to fix the 
boundaries recommended by them. Adher- 
énce to this rule has led to scandal in the 
past. It creates dissatisfaction at all times. 
This dissatisfaction has sometimes led to Re- 
publican defeat. New methods should gov- 
ern now in order to insure success. Every 
opportunity should be given to the Republic- 
an voters to secure proper representation in 
the county convention. For this reason the 
committee at tomorrow’s meeting ought to 
act in accordance with the spirit as well as 
the letter of the Crawford law. The primary 
precincts should be as compact as possible. 
The wards should be divided into districts 
having nearly equal numbers of Republican 
voters. The polling-places should be con- 
veniently located. The judges should be 
selected from those who are certain to serve, 
and the names should be taken from the lists 
of Republican judges selected by the Election 
Commissioners. i. 

If these conditions are not complied with the 
committee should not approve the list. The 
Chairman of the committee ought to refuse to 
sign the call until defects are remedied. The 
temptation of the committeemen to resort to 
sharp practices is great. For the most part 
they wish to be reélected as committeemen. 
A majority of them hold petty offices in virtue 
of their positions on the committee, Regard- 
less of general success they will try to look 
after ‘their personal interest, unmindful of 
the fact that general defeat would mean indi- 
vidual defeat also. They are not long-sighted. 
They are merely cunning and prefer tempo- 
rary personal advantage to party success. 
It will be the duty of the prudent members of 
the committee to keep strict watch on these 
fellows. No such gerrymandering of wards 
as was practiced at the town primaries last 
spring in the Bridgeport district should be 
tolerated. Experience shows, too, that the 
division of the Eighth, Tenth, and Sixteenth 
Wards cannot be left with safety to the com- 
mitteemen from those wards. Every time it 
has been left to them in the past defeat has 
resulted. The personal Aldermanic candi- 
dates of the committeemen were rejected last 
spring with surprising unanimity by the Re- 
publican voters. Those committee schemers 
if they have their ow-f way this time will also 
so act as to deserve defeat. Watch them. 
Scrutinize their lists, examine the location of 
their polling-places. See to it that the divis- 
ion of the wards into districts is fair and will 
not inconvenience the Republican voters. 

Republican suecegs should not be jeopard- 
ized this fall through weak submission to the 
tricky schemes of petty bailiffs, Deputy 
Coroners, and County Building clerks, The 
Republican massea demand fair play. They 
will not support a ticket nominated by in- 
trigue at the primaries. 


Over a week has passed since Taz TA Un 
published the letter of Mr. Wilson, candidate 
for State Treasurer,in which he did not say 
he would turn over to the State any interest 
on State funds which might come into his 
hands or might be offered him.

SAID TO HAVE SWUM THE CHANNEL, 


David Dalton Alleges That He Made the 
Trip from France to England. 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE ramon. ] 

Fo.KEsTone, Aug. 18.—David Dalton, the Amer- 
ican swimmer, with his face the color of death, 
his leg joints blue from hours of kicking, and his 
eyes all but sightless from salt, touched bottom 
on Folkestone beach at 3:35 this afternoon, and, 
surrounded by a multitude of boats and bathers, 
staggered ashore. He was at once laid upon the 
sands and was well rubbed by experienced hands, 
while sympathetic crowds looked on curiously. 

“So he did swim the channel, after all.“ said 
one, while another quickly replied, ‘** How do you 
know he did?“ 

That last is the one question in every mouth 
this evening, ‘‘ How do you know he did?” And, 
leaving fora moment the plucky hero of this 
much-dise es, I will state the facts of 
the case as far as I know them, which, unfortu- 
nately, is not far enough. Dalton left Folkestone 
very oan Sunday morning in a lifeboat rigged 
with sails called the Ocean King. Three men ac- 
companied him—two boatmen and a young man 
who was to be the historian of the perform- 
ance. 1 spite of a strong wind the 
reached Boulogne safely, and at 4 o’cloc 
ne afternoon, the weather having suddenly 
| down, Dalton _jumped overboard and 
started on his long swim k to Folkestone, 
he arrived as related above. The Ocean 

i iling boat, was of course obiiged 
to tack frequently and was sometimes as much as 
half a mile distant from the swimmer. His really 
close companion was one boatmanin a little 
tender, who rowed the entire distance from 
France to England as close as ible to the 
swimmer, serving as guide. The historian, it 
is therefore manifest, however conscientious he 
may have been, wrote under difficulties. i 
substance is his story: 

At 4 p. m. Sunday, the weather being extremely 
favorable, Dalton jumped off the stern of the 
Ocean about 100 yards from the head of 
3 ier on the last of the flood tide which 
took him towards Cape Grisnez. He continued 
swimming with the last of the flood until he had 
nearly come abreast of Cape Grisnez, where he 
had to contend with a strong ebb tide setting 
very fast to the southwest. Apparently swimming 
quite easily he was aided by one or two short 
rests. At 6 p. m. he was still proceeding 
with the ebb and going with a strong, steady 
stroke with his legs, never, even when resting, 
having been in any other position than on his 
back. By7o’clock Dalton was swimming well. 
He asked for some refreshment and took a cup of 
meat extract, which was made hot by means of 
a spirit kettle. The weather was beautiful and 
the sea comparatively smooth, Very slow prog- 
ress was made from Cape Grisnez on account of a 
strong tide that was running. From 8 to 
half-past 9, though it was dark, it was seen with 
the aid of a lamp that the rate of pr re- 
mained about the same. From 10 to half-past 10 
his advance was very slow and the night had 
grown cold. Small quantities of extract were 
now often administered. By half-past 11 the 
swimmer was outside Cape Grisnez, with sea and 
wind risen considerably. The latter was blowing 
cold from north n east. 1 was now 
playing frequently. By 2 o’clock the water 
was smoother, but not much p was being 
made. An hour later a shower fell and Dalton 
took a long rest on his back. At daybreak he had 
drifted a long way to eastward. In answer to 

uestions he replied, cheerily, O, I'm all right.“

And then Mr. Purdy chirped: “ We must 
be conservative. We cannot afford to hamper 
the great packing industries. 

No, that would never do, added Mr.

A DREADFUL CONDITION. 


Official Record of Pauperism and Lunacy 
in England. 

The Department of State has received an 
interesting report from Mr. William P. 
Smith, Commercial Agent of the United 
States at Huddersfield, England on pauper- 
ism in that country. The most remarkable 
feature of the report made by the Poor-Law 
Inspector of Lancashire County, Mr. Smith, 
says, 18 that while the march of pauperism is 
held pretty well in check, the progress of 
— appears to be spreading with startling 
rapidity. 

n 1880 there were 6,800 lunatics in Lanca- 
shire County, while in 1890 the number had 
increased to 9,000. In England and Wales in 
1880 there were 61,000 lunatics, while the re- 
port of 1890 shows an increase of 14,000. The 
total cost to the County of Lancashire for 
maintaining its paupers during 1890 was near- 
ly $1,900,000, In England and Wales the 
cost during the same period was 321, 
000,000. During the years from 1880 the 
cost of pauperism in these two countries 
had incre 000,000, The tramps, al- 
though classed as paupers, are not included in 
the above res. Mr. Smith says it is char- 
acteristic of the 375 — tramp when driven 
to the necessity of choosing between the poor- 
house and starvation to compromise, if possi- 
ble, by simulating lunacy, and becom an 
inmate of an insane asylum. In 1880 there 
were 5,347 tramp paupers in land, while in 
1890 the number increased to 5, noinnati 
Commercial-Gazette.

REDUCED RATES ON FOOD PRODUCTS. 
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Will the Commission’s Order Be Obeyed 
by the Railroads? 

Another meeting of the managers of the 
Western roads will be held in the Rookery to- 
day to take definite action as regards the 
course to be pursued with reference to the 
order of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion for a reduction in rates on food products 
from the Missouri River and points in Kansas 
and Nebraska. As stated last week all the 
roads, except the Rock Island, Alton, and 
Union Pacific, favored a proposition to’ re- 
fuse to comply with the order and test 
the right of commission to order a reduc- 
tion of rates to 17 cents on corn and 20 cents 
on wheat from Missouri River points to Chi-

Hock Island Frc om Phat it would be — 
less to fight the commission and that unless 
a modification of the commission’s order was 
obtained before Sept. 1 it would start the new 
rates. The Alton and Union Pacific took a 
similar position as the Rock Island, but said 
they would join in a contest provided 


the action was unanimous. Conse- 
quently it depends u the Rock Island 
alone whether the Commissioners’ rates 


be accepted ornot. Witha view to securing 
a modification of the order Vice-President 
Ripley of the Milwaukee and St. Paul and 
one or two other managers went to Ann Arbor, 
Mich., last Friday afternoon to appeal to 
Judge Cooley to grant an extension of the 
time when the new rates should be put into 
effect until the full commission has had a 
chance to review its action. Mr. Ripley re- 
turned from Ann Arbor yesterday, but it could 
not be learned what success he met with. The 
indications are that he received little encour- 
agement from Judge Cooley, as efforts were 
8225 to prevail on the Rock Island 
officials to change their position in the mat- 


ter. 

It is probable that the pressure that is being 
bgought to bear upon the Rock Island officials 
will induce them after all to recede from the 
position they had previously taken, although 
they feel convinced that the expenses caused in 
testing the legality of the commission’s action 
will be so much money thrown -away. They

These thirteen 
specimens here are worth $5,000. Imagine 
what an entrancing jewel could be made if 
these thirteen were set in a brooch. It would 
be more unique and noticeable than the same 
number of diamonds in a cluster.”’ 

„% Where did they come from!“ 

“These thirteen were taken from pearl 
oysters dug up in Sugar River, between Al- 
bany and Broadhead, in Wisconsin. In two 
seasons I have had $80,000 worth of speci- 
mens, and they have had a ready sale, so the 
Sun is not mistaken in hinting that the fisher- 
ies are a treasure to the Government. A pair 
of these pearls weighing 54 grains was recently 
sold to a pearl house in this city. to fill a $5,000 
order. Another pearl that was received from 
Sugar River last week brought $38,000 spot 
cash unset. The liarity of these pearls is 
that their skin or layers of crystalline sub- 
stance is thinner and their composition denser 
than either the Oriental or th American 
pearl, and their color tints more varied. They 
stand the severest test of worth, too. I have 
sawed a specimen in twe and found its con- 


stituent parts perfect. 

It is an outrage, though,” the jeweler 
added, that the vernment as yet 
taken no re to protect these pearl beds. 
While it ought to be something for Americans 
to be proud of that the country should pro- 
duce the finest specimens of such gems known, 
the Government does not seem to wake up to 
a patriotic notion of its duty to save the pearl 
beds from utter ruin. These Wisconsin pearls 
were discovered along several miles of the 
bed of the Sugar River and also in the Peconic 
and Rock Rivers, and up Yellow Creek.
